The Building Falls Down With a Crash— | 


The Loss and Insurance—Cause 
of the Accident a 
Mystery. 


This morning at 2:40 o’clock an alarm of fire 
from box No. 35 summoned the Department to 
the corner of Main street and Christy avenue, 
where the immense grocery house of Krafft, 
Holmes & Co. was discevered to be almosta 
mass of ruins with little fire. The 
building was five stories high, and 


nad only been completed about five weeks. 
The cause of the wreck is unknown, as the 
structure had every appearances of being per 
fectly substantia], and was erected with the 
view of standing any strain that might be 
— 5. upon it The t intimation that the 

utlaing was falling to pieces was com- 


municated to Officer Lunenschloss in the 
shape of a low, sumbling noise, 
immediately followed by a tremendous 
crash that resounded throughout the 


city. The officer quickly ascertained the cau-e 
of the disturbance and turned on an alarm of 
fire, but the department extinguished the in- 
cipient blaze without difficulty. It was evi- 
dent, however, that 
THE BUILDING WAS ALMOST A TOTAL LOSS. 

By tue small light that flickered from the piles 
of brick und mortar one-half the walls could 


be seen standing in mid-atr, ex 
posing the goods of Krafft, Holmes 
& Co to the morning light. Cnhiet 


Seston says the house seems to have divided 
suddenly in the center and gone downina 
grand heap, v ithout even filling the adjacent 
streets. It is exceedingly fortunate that the 
accident occurred in the nignt time, for at 
leart twenty men would have been buried be- 
neath the ruinsif the crasn had occurred in 
Gaylight. 

John OC. Krafft this morning established 
an Office for the firm at the Giobe Pickle Com- 
pany's building, 707 North Main street, and 
commenced making the necessary arrange 
ments for the corntinuance (f business. He 
Peg ng pr his partner, John R. Holmes, now 
in New York City, the particulars of the acci- 
dent. Mr. Krafft said that bis firm removed 
from their old location at 526 North Third 
street on the 15th of January last, but had 
permitted their steck to run very low, 
90 that they were actually carrying 
only about one-halt their usual amount 
of goods. They were told by the agents of the 
new building, Messrs. Kaime & Bros., that 
they could with perfect safety curry five times 
thelr present stock, as the house was built es- 

ecialiy for steagth and durability. They 
ud about 
$125,000 WORTH OF GOODS 
in the building, and estimated that nearly 
$70,000 worth lay buried beneath the ruins It 


was entirely insured, but the in- 
surance companies were scarcely re- 
sponsible for the damage, and hse would 


hold the owners of the bulidin, forthe amount 
of loss to his stuck. 

Benj. Lintz, arehitect, of 807 North Eighth 
street, said his firm had designed and erected 
the building and knew it to be one of the 
strongest in St. Louis. It was commenced in 
Muay, 13381, and was tully completed on the löth 
of January last, and altogether cost $40,000 It 
had a frontage of 43 feet, with a depth of 153 
feet, and about 64 ‘eet of the depth 
was in ruins. The foundation was built on a 
solid ledge of bed rock and he considered it 
absolutely secure. The walls were of hard 
aud red pressed brick, 22 inches in thickness 
to the top of the third floor, and 18 inches 
thick from thence upward, and possessed a 
weighing capacity or pressure of 6,000 pounds 
to the squareinch. The joists were 3x16, one 
foot apart from center to center throughout 
the building. Before the house was accepted 
by Kaime & Bros., it Was thoroughly inspected 
by experts, and reported perfect. Especially 
were the walls 

ALLEGED TO BEB ABSOLUTELY PLUMB. 

Mr. Lintz bad no theory as to the cause of the 
accident, and said it was a complete inystery, 
not only to him, butto every other architect 
and builder in St Louis. It was barelv possi 
ble that one of the iron center posts had giveu 
way and thus iet the building du wa, or ut might 
have resulted from an explosiof_ of some kind. 
At any rate, no appareut cause for the acci- 
dent existed and as yet nothivg but surmises 
could be obtained. Mr. Lintz has asked the 
Kaimes to svlect a cogunjttee of experts to 
examine the building and report their theory 
of the demolition. —

Probable Murder of a Boy Only 
Twelve Years Old. 


Fatal Quarrel Between Two Night 
School Pupils of the Webster— 
Teasing a Boy Leads to 
the Crime. 


As the pupils attending night-school at the 
Webster, Eleventh and Exchange streets, were 
filing out after the session last evening, a prob - 
ably fatal stabbing affray occurred in the 
yard.

A 
few nights ago he tore my book and put ink 
onitand [told the teacher. He wanted to 
hit me before school was out, but I got away 
trom him that night, and last night he kicked 
me in the room,iund when we got out on the 
steps he wanted me to go down first, so he 
could kick me. He pushed me down and kick- 
ed me off ot twosteps, Then he was going to 
hit me, when I took my knife out and struck 
at him. Ijdon’t know whether he was hurt or 
not. Igot the knife about a month ago from 
my brother.“

With 
development, 116,000,000 pounds of bogus 
butter can be made in New York City annu- 
ally, and if it is not suppressed the dairy 
business is in danger of extinction, and relief 
is begged for by legislation.
